MERE  & CITI  Training  for  Researchers  Course  Schedule

• Collaborative  Institutional  Training  Initiative  (CITI)  role-based  training  instructions  for 
researchers  who  conduct,  review,  or  approve  research  involving  human  subjects  in 
compliance  with  the  MERE  standards  set  forth  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  for 
Research  and  Engineering
